Ladies  and  G-entlemen_, 

I  present  herr/crith. 'my  Yinnual  Report  for  the  year  1 960, 

The  Vital  Statistics  regarding  the  Birth  and  Death  rates 
differ  very  litt.le  from  the  figures  applicahle  to  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  of  Devon  or  England  and  i'Vales  as  a  whole  and  there¬ 
fore  call  for  no  commento 

The  Table  giving  t.he  age  at  death  shows  that  one  hundred  and 
five  of  the  one  hundred  and  ninety  three  deaths  recorded  v/ere 
aged  75  or  more  years^  It  also  shows  that  only  eight  deaths 
occurred  .in  persons  aged  less  than  45  years.  Of  the  eight,  three 
v/ere  certified  as  Toeing  due  to  suicide  and  one  as  Toeing  due  to 
accidental  causes^,  If  one  suTotracts  these  four  deaths  the  fact 
remains  that c  four  deaths  occurred  from  natural  causes  in 
persons  aged  less  than  45  years. 

No  deaths  were  caused  Toy  TuToerculosis ,  Poliomyelitis,  Diph¬ 
theria  or  any  of  the  other  Infectious  Diseases.  This  is  remarkaTole 
progress  sjid  provided  that  parents  do  not  Toecome  complacent, 
there  is  no  reason  wh.y  these  three  diseases  could  not  Toe  elimin¬ 
ated  within  the  course  of  the  next  decade  or  so. 

Regarding  the  Port  Health  Authority,  the  Port  continues  to 
Toe  very  Tousj-'-  and  in  March,  1960  Mr.  P.  Langston,  the  Assistant 
PuTolic  Health  Inspector  and  I  attended  a  course  of  instruction 
at  the  Port  of  London  in  order  that  the  Port  of  Teignmouth  may 
Toecome  one  of  the  designated  ports  at  v/hich  Deratting  Certificates 
and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  can  Tbe  issued  to  ships  as 
and  v/hen  necessary^  The  Port  was  designated  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  Derattisation  on  the  1  st.  May,  1  960, 


I  append  my  Port  Health  report  for  the  year  1960  which 
complies  with  the  req^uirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Form  Port  20o 

I  should  like  to  thanlCj  once  again,  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  raemhers  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended. 

31st.  Docembor,  1960. 

From  the  Public  Health  angle,  the  outstanding  natter  of 
report  v;as  the  progress  made  rlth  the  Council's  SleiL  Clearance 
Scheme.  This  Scheme  vms  originally  submitted  to  the 

Council  in  June  1955  and  sugeestoc  the  making  of  Seven  Clearance 
Areas,  containing  37  dwellings.  In  addition,  action  v;as 

proposed  in  regard  to  ten  other  individual  houses.  In  the 
intervenj.ng  years  either  Demolition,  Closure  or  conversion 
action  has  been  taken,  dealing  v;ith  ton  of  the  premises  and  in 
Lay,  196  0  commencement  was  made  on  the  building  of  re plf- cement 
flats  for  the  Slum  Clearance  tenants.  Thv.se  flats  are 

contained  in  five  blocks,  situated  on  vacant  sites  in  Pourtli 
Avenue  and  Fraser  Drive. 

Consequent  upon  the  placing  of  the  Contract  for  the 
construction  of  these  dwellings  seven  Clearance  Orders  v;ere 
made  by  the  Council  and  the  ovmers  of  properties  Included  in 
the  Area  were  notified.  Appeals  v/cre  made  to  the  Linistor 

of  Housing  and  Local  Government  against  all  the  Orders  by  the 
Owners  and  a  Public  Inquiry  ?/as  held  by  .jr.  J.  G.  Bartlett, 
a.R.I.P.A,  on  the  30th.  ..ugust,  196',^.  Tho  Appeal  in 

reference  to  one  Area  -.vas  ivithdravv'n  at  the  Inquiry,  but 
otherwise  all  owners  v/ere  legally  represented.  The  Areas 

v.'ore  Inspected  'jy  the  Ainlstry's  Inspector  and  eventually 
the  Ilinistor  confirmed  ell  Orders,  thus  ensuring  tho 
demolition  of  th.c  buildings  after  the  rehousing  of  the 
tenants  by  the  Council.

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
sewage  are  adequate.  .  Almost  all  houses  in  the  District 

(on  both  sides  of  tho  River  i'eign)  are  connected  to  the 
Council's  sewers,  as  arc  all  new  Estates  recently  developed. 

The  interconne  cting  sowers  eventually  discharge,  on  each  side 
of  the  River,  to  pumping  stations,  which  the  sewage  is 
lifted,  at  the  Teignmeuth  installation  to  storage  tanks,  and 
at  Shaldon  to  a  tank  sewor  which  passes  under  the  streets  to 
a  controlled  outlet  at  the  Piivor  moutb.  The  Teignmouth 

outlet  is  similarly  controlled,  the  penstock  being  opened  after 
high  tide  and  clos^ed  before  low  tid.:,  so  as  to  take  advantage 
of  the  enormous  outflow  of  tidal  water  from  the  Estuary,  v.’hlch 
effectually  carries  all  sewage  direct  to  sea.

Season.  The  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  from  Shops  at  a 

charge  of  6d  per  bin  or  equivalent  package  has  been  continued 
with  satisfactory  results  in  the  removal  of  offensive  matter 
from  Food  Premises,  etc s  and  has  produced  the  sum  of  £81.10.0d

Hence 
in  view  of  new*  applications  for  housing,  the  List  of 
Applicants  has  not  diminished. 

As  far  as  possible,  v.’ith  the  premises  available, 
transfers  are  arranged  between  tenants  so  that  the  size  of 
the  house  concerned  is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
family.  Also  if  tenants  find  another  tenent  whereby 
a  transfer  between  them  can  ease  the  problem  of  either  over 
crowding  or  underoccupat ion,  the  Housing  Allocations 
Comimittee  endeavours  to  make  a  mutual  exchange  possible.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  Engineer’s  report  for  the  year  ended  3*1  st, December ,  i960 

This  year  had  a  very  fine  Spring  and  early  Summer  hut  a  v/et 
late  Summer  and  the  wettest  Autumn  since  the  inception  of  the 
Teignmouth  Meteorological  Station  in  1 906,  As  an  example,  a 
recording  of  8, 21  inches  of  rain  was  made  between  the  27th, 
September  and  the  2nd,  October,  intensities  being  to  w"  in  20 
minutes.  The  storms  'were  of  intensities  not  to  be  expected 
more  than  once  in  50  years  and,  in  comiion  with  other  parts  of 
Devon,  there  was  overflowing  of  the  brooks,  but  fortunately  not 
\7ith  the  disastrous  circumstances  experienced  elsev/here. 

There  was  no  problem  in  the  supply  of  drinxing  water, 
although  a  short  precautionary  restriction  (on  the  use  of  hose¬ 
pipes)  was  imposed  for  the  m.onth  of  July,  The  quality  of  the 
v/ater  was  satisfactory,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 

Boosting  was  in  progress  from  the  June  to  the  1  st, 

October  and  the  direct  supply  system  in  New  Road  was  employed 
for  a  longer  period. 

The  nev;  t runic  main  from  Teigngrace  to  Bishopsteignton  was 
commenced  on  the  5th.  September,  1960,  but  work  v/as  suspended 
on  the  former  section  which  v/as  inundated  by  adverse  weather 
during  the  Autumn,

Since  the  last  report  on  Shell-fish  in  1955,  fifty  samples 

of  mussels,  grov/n  in  the  Estuary  and  cleansed  in  the  local 
Cleansing  Tanks,  have  heen  examined  at  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Fisheries  Experiment  Station  at 
Conv/ay,  Forty-six  of  the  samples  proved  to  he  in  Sanitary 
Grade  I,  whilst  the  remaining  four  were  in  Grade  II*  The 
samples  have  been  tal^en  each  Season  and  show  a  consistently 
high  standard  of  purification. 

Approximately  1,000  1  Gwt.  hags  of  purified  mussels  are 
despatched  from  the  Cleansing  Station  each  year  and  nearly  all 
of  these  are  sold  in  London  and  Bristol,
